— The 
government won a m ajor victory in 
the suprem e court today when the 
justices, by H tit to one, held the 
TVA could dispose of surplus power 
m anufactured at Wilson dam at 
Muscle Shoals.

a bureaucracy, but It has n ot always been a swollen 
bureaucracy.
